der Jobn Fhtward; and Daniel Daviſon, two of 
his ſeamen, by violently and cruelly beating them 
with a pitch-mop, a handſpike, aud other offen- 
ſive weapons; ſo that after languiſhing ſome few || 
days; they died of the cruel uſage they received 1 
from the priſoner, Y 

To this indictment the priſoner pleaded Not 3 
Guilty, and for his trial put himſelf yu God 
and his Country. 

To ſupport rhe inditment, thtee men were 
ſworn, viz. Thomas Simms, Milliam Mitchell, 
and Simon Buzurro, three of the ſhips crew, who 
in the courſe of their Evidence, depoſed, that 
Foſeph Halſey being commander of the Amazon | 
merchant ſhip, ſailed from Jamaica for London in 
the month of June, 1758, and Edwards and

Several ot 
the failors refuſed to throw the deceaſed over- 
# board until the fancral fervice was read over him, 
ea which the Capt. ſaid, D——122 him Ill ſend 
nim to Hell in a hurty, and immediately three. 
& hin overboard himſelf. Fwo of the ſeamen ha 
the reſolution to tell the Captain, that he would 
cerca inly ſuffer for this eruel behavious when he 
eam to England. His reply was, you rafcals, 
EB, what do you mean, I'd ferve you all in the ſame 
manner it you bchave ſaucily to me, end imme- 
U Giarcly fuck ſeveral of the crew, and was in fo 
violent a tage, that hne of them dared to come 
IE near him for ſome time, nor to mention it any

The murder of David/on was far more inhumiai 
than that of Mr. Eduards; he had taken a great 
diſhike to Mr. Davidſon for affronting him whey 
he was Mate. to the deceaſed Captain Gale, 
who was a worthy good natur d man in all re- 
ſpects. li 
By Capt. Hulſey's cruel ufage the unfortunate; 
Mr. David/ox died by inches, for he would not 
allow him either bread or meat for three days to- 
gether. He retuſed him even his allowance ol 
water, ſo chat he was almoſt parched to death, 
it being in the month of June, and in a very ſul- 
try climate. It appeared on the trial, that when 
David/on was ill ot a Fever, Halſey ordered him 
to the pump, and when he was almoſt ſpent with, 
fatigue in pumping, he then ordered him to the 
helm. The deceaſed begged of the Captain o 
let him have a little reſt, tor God's ſake. The 
Captain's reply was, no D—#m# you, you ſhall; 
Rand there you raſcal. i 


When the Captain had turn*d his back, the un- 
happy wretch finding himſelf unable to ſtand, in 
a rage and agony, threw himſelf into the Sea, 
determining to end his miſerable life. The Cap- 
rain being told of this, immediately took a rope 
in his hand, and gump'd into the Sea after him, 
put it round his middle, and by the aſſiſtance of 
tome of the ſeamen dragged him on board again. | 
The. deceaſed lay ſome time on the deck gaſp- 
ing for life, and when he wes a little recovered, |

The evidence of %%mon Baz iro, the Italian ſea- 
man, put aboard the Amazon, from the Sphinx 
wan of war, after the death of Edwards, tho? 
nothing material appeared in court to impeach 
it, yet it is ſaid to be much aggravated above 
What he ſwore before Sir William Richardſon, the 
juſtice who committed the priſoner. 

On laying the whole evidence together, the 
jury, it is faid, were inclined to bring him in 
guilty of man/lauphter only, but being informed 
by the court that they muſt find him g/iliy or 
nut 2itilty, he was brought in guilty, which ver- 
| dict ſome finding reaſon to be diſſatisfied with, 
EF whether from the refleEtion on what they heard in 
court, or what they heard afterwards, (which 
indeed ſt:iftly was no evidence) they met all to- 
gether 
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gether, with a view to apply for mercy in tl 
priſoner's behalf, on the day berore his exec 
tion; but not agreeing in their opinions, nothi 
w as done. 

Saturday March 10, Joſeph Halſey having ſei 
tence pronounced on him to die on the 12th, ag 
cording to a late aCt of parliament, there was 
time to be loſt in preparing him. He was there 
fore viſited this evening, and carneſtly applied t 
in order to give him a ſenſe of his ſituation; pre 
ſenting to his thoughts the rremendous, and all 
ſearching judgment of God, and exhorting hi 
inſtantly to prepare himſelf by true repentanc 
and a lively faith, and eſpecially by acknowledg 
ing his crimes, and the juſtice of his ſentence 
Bur he perſiſted to aſſert, that he was as innocen 
as a Child of the murders laid to his charge, an 
that the witneſſes had ſworn falſely againſt him 
carneſtly wiſhed his Majeſty King George kne 
his innocence, and asked, is there no way 
making it known to him, and getting oft hi 

ſentence? He was convinced by many reaſons 6 
the great difficulty, if not impoſſibility of this 
that his trial was over, and h#s let caſt, and nov 
fixt as doomſday; and that he ſhould turn hi 
whole thoughts and attention to that only. H 
ask'd, if innocent, why he ſeemed ſo eaſy, an 
unconcerned, and reſolute on his trial; and wh! 
he did not make a better defence? He anſwered 

that knowing his own innocence, he truſted i 
God that they ſhould not be able to hurt hin 
This he ſpoke with ſuch an air of integrity, an 
apparent honeſty, as it muſt be owned, gave m 
a different turn in his tavour, from the light h 
appeared in during his trial. |

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He declared in the moſt poſitive terms, as if 
Je were to die that inſtant, than he never ſtruck 
Wy man with a handſpike in his whole liſe; and 
We took pains ſeveral times to explain the dif- 
Wculty and improbability of ſtriking with a hand-

we could never be committed to priſon : which 
| hey had all agreed he ſhoald be, for their own 
Waſons, That the ſhort defence he made in court, 
Was ſtrictly true, vis. That he never ſtruck 
ne of them, but about four blows to one, and 
velve blows to another, for not pumping when 
Whey were able.” And that the ſhip muſt fink 
he had not obliged them by proper correction 
go pump; that the maſter Capt. Gallop, being 
ck, and the care and command of the ſhip left 
Wo him, he could not bear the reproach of letting 
Wer founder, and the crew perilh with her, for 
| ant of carrying a proper command; ſuppoſing 
De himſelf might have eſcaped in the long-boat, 
Ind got to another ſhip in the fleet; what would 
We other captains have ſaid to him in that caſe ? 
That as to the ſhort allowance he was charged 
ich confining the deceaſed to, he had given em 
Il that was ordered them by the captain; who 
game out of Famaica with about five weeks pro- 
Wifons, which Ha//ey told him, and blamed him 
Wor it ; the whole fleet alſo being ſhort ; and had 
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It muſt be owned then, that the negative ar 
uments againſt the veracity of the witnefles, ma 
Goa now to carry ſome weight with them. Fox 
if one murder, much more, if two, were actual 
ly committed in a ſhip, in company with a large 
fleet of %erchantmen, undet convoy of two ok 
his majeſty's ſhips, with ſome of whom they had 
intercourſe more than once, and might have dai- 
ly, why did they not accuſe, arreſt, and confine 
the murderer, and bring him home in ii ons, plac- 
ing another commander in his ſtead ? for if they 
then knew, and believed he had murdered two of 
the crew, Capt. a//op, or they, ſhould, nay they 
muſt have done thus much for their own ſafety, 
tho* they diſregarded juſtice, and the cry of 
blood. Bur if they had not then ſufficient rea- 
ſon to know, and believe him guilty of theſe 
murders, when the death of them was recent, 
tis impoſſible any new reaſon for this charge 
could have riſen afterwards, nor is it pretend- 
ed. | 
Or if they could not ſpare this cruel and 
bloody commander till he brought the ſhip to 
port, why did they not impeach him at P/ymouth, 
during two or three weeks ſtay there? or, at worſt, 
why not in the river as ſoon as he arrived > wh 
ſilent about this for ſome weeks? till having cor- 
rected the two boys the witneſſes, and had a 
quarrel with the lumper, this proſecution was 
maniteſtly ſer on foot by them. Or, on his part, 
it he were conſcious of his guilt, and that there 
were three or more witneſſes on board with him 
who could prove it, why did he not flee and eſ- 
cape, as he caiily could, from P/ymouth or Lon 
on:

Proper portions of holy writ were enlarged on, 
and applied to him, with true zeal and hearty 
concern for his ſalvation, which he ſeemed deep- 
iy ſenſible of: but inſtead of producing a confeſ- 
W ſion, he anſwered me again and again, you would 
not have me confeſs what I am not guilty of, and 
put into my hand a written paper in the follow-

He, with the other priſoners, was viſited agairy 
for two hours on Sunday afternoon ; and fo twic 
daily till the morning of his execution. But ay 
he expected to die on Monday the 12th, accor 
ding to his ſentence, he wrote a letter to his mo- 
ther on the 11th, which he delivered to a ſriend 
ly Captain, to be forwarded to her, but who, 10 
the ſatistaction of the publick, has permitted 1 
to be printed; and I can atteſt it to be in th 
ſame hand-writing with the atorecired paper

Briſtel, and kept an equipage; greatly extolled 
the piety, devotion, and ſtrict taſting of the 
Catholicks, With fuch inſinuations, true or! 
filſe, he endeavovred to win over his, atten- 
tion and affect ions to his cauſe; in which the 
zeal of this emiſſary is remarkable: for this ſame? 
perſon was before ſeen to watch his motions and*; 
the iſſue of his trial, and joined himſelf in con-\, 
verſation with a New-Ezgland capt. whom he; 
obſerved to ſpeak favourable of / 'alſey's cauſe, 
to whom he introduced himſelf by ſaying he? 
believed he was innocent. This litle anecdote; 
came from the ſaid captain, and the. ſubſtance? 
of it partly from Halſey, ho xejetted their aſ- 
ſiſtance, telling them he knew nothing of their 
religion, that he was bred in the church oft; 
England, and would live and die in it. $ 

The day before the execution, Mr. E de, 
viſited him, and being ſway'd by the appearance 
and ſtrong aſſertions of his INNOCENCE, WAS fo; 
good as to \ intereſt himſelf, and take much pains ' 
to get him a reſpite. He gave the following ac- ! 
count of the riſe and progreſs of the proſecu- 
tion. 

That having been appriſcd of the ſhip's arri= 
val, wherein his ſon died, and found her out 


with 
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Vith ſome difficulty, going on board to enquire - 
about his ſons death and oe &ts, he met Thomas 
sims on the deck, and asked him ſome queſtions 
lating to his fon, ſaying, he heard a report that 
Ihe was ill uſed and beaten, and demanded if it 
| was ſo? the boy, after ſome pauſe, anſwer'd no, 
wo more than is common aboard fhips. Whatever 
N other queſtions he put to him about his ſon's 
Wecath, Mr. E. ds acknowledges he return- 
ed dome ſatisfied in his own mind, that his ſon 
nad no foul play; and without any thoughts of 
N a proſecution. He farther ſays, he then gave 
Tom Sims a ſhillmg, and bid him keep his ſon's 
| old fea cloaths as being uſeleſs to him; and he 
Wobſerv'd that the cabin-boy, William Mitchel, 
was then preſent, heard theſe queſtions, and law 
Gall chat paſs'd, bur ſaid nothing. 
| The next day Mr. E ds ſitting down to 
| . was called on by a ſtranger, one /——# 
ja ſumper ; who renew'd this ſubject, laying there 
. was much talk and noiſe about the unfair death 
of his ſon, Oc. This not only ſpoil'd his dinner at 
preſent, but ſet him to examine the matter again, 
ind made him teſtlefs 'till he cartied on the pro- 
fſecution, in which the two boys naw mentioned 
i were the principal witneſſes. Halſey being ask'd 
if any difference had happened between him and 
this lumper; anfwered, that the owners having 
agreed with him to unl ad the ſhip at a prey 
4 rate, by the cask or hogſhead, he Ta to 
Jever, have his men paid odd half days, or by 
day, which Halſey not complying with, he ſtirred 
Jap this proſecutlon againſt him.

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As to the teſtimony of Baſaro the Italiaa ſea- : 
man, it is affirmed by ſome perſons who heard 
it, that it differed much from itſelt before the | 
juſtice, and on the trial. For that he never ſaid 
before the juſtice that Halſey had firuck David- 
fon with a mop, but only puſhed him with a: 5 
mop ; and was very cautious in his evidence, 
not charging him with the hurting of Daviaſon. 
But in court he ſaid much more, that he ſtruck 
him three or four blows in the breaſt, with the 
head of the mop ; that having his breeches about 
his legs, he fell down and was ſhoved off the: |} 
quarter-deck with the mop by Halſey; and that *: 


Burt in the firſt part of his evidence, he had 
owned Halſey behaved well to the men; and in, 
the anſwers to his croſs- examination, he owned, 
that Davidſou being ſtript after his death, had no x} 
marks of blows on his breaſt. 1 

Of this tranſaction, Halſey gave the following 1 
account, on the word of a dying man, that he had 
Capt. Gallop's orders to make the men come on . 
deck daily and clean themſelves; but this David- x, 
ſon being called up for that purpoſe, was found 
very naity and foul, and yet would ſtand ſtock 
ſtill before the companion door, where the ſmell . 
of him was very offenſive; and being bid to go 
forward and clean himſelf, he would not budge ; © 
ſo Hal/ey, unwilling to touch his toulneſs with 
his hands, took the mop to puſh him away, 
but neicher ſtruck, nor hurt him with the mop. - 

But the worſt and moſt dangerous part of 
Mu cbel's evidence was, that Halſey had tied up

No tie argument fawn from thence is, that 
i had he beten guilty, or accuſed of two muz;ders, 
th when Captain Gallop arrived at Plymouth, he muſt 
nave been there brought to juſtice. But as no 
hint was given, or ſtep taken to this'purpoſe 
there, it is interr'd he was neither thought guilty 
nor acc fed. 
On the Whole afflir, a perſon of good credit, 
who knew the proceedings in this proſecution, 
from the apprehending to the execution, affirms, 
that Halſey in his defence, was ever confiftent 
with himfelt, and faid the ſeme ching from firſt 
to lalt. 
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The Morning of EXECUTION, i 
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H E was viſited by the ordinary, and re- 
ceived the Holy Communion with ſe- 
riouſneſs and devotion, his attention was, 
once interrupted by the noiſe of the ſur-" 
rounding multitude waiting to ſee him; 
brought out; inſomuch that he ſaid in the 
time of prayer; Heer what a mob there is, 
Which was new and uncommon to him, be=-; 
ing a ſtranger to this great city. To guard 
him againſt inattent ion or diſmay on this! 
account, in theſe his laſt moments of pre- 
paring for eternity, he was exhorted to ſet} 
before him the lively example of a ſuffering] 
laviour, whom he was now commemorating, 
whoſe ineſtimable pattern of 1ufferings is, 
then moſt valuable and neceſſary when moſt 
wanted in the greateſt diſtreſſes of life, or 
ogonies of death. He promited therefore no 
more to regard theſe inconſiderable objects, 
but to employ himſelf in payer, on his pa-, 
lage to the place of Exechtion.

2 He was put in a cart between eight 
and nine in the morning, the deputy mar- 
al and other proper officers of the Admi- 
ralty attending: one of whom carried the 
Wilver oar. After he hed been carried part of

in his hand, having caſually dropt it in the 
Weart, on which another prayer-book was 
ent to him from the ordinary's coach. He

that when he did correct them, it was by 
the deceaſed Captain Gallop's order, wh 
would have him corre& them more, to oblig 
them to pump, but he refuſed it; and the 
the captain, in order to ſhame them to the!
